CIVIC GUARD 
i FLAG 


HOISTED BY GENERAL 
O'DUFFY. 


THE PEOPLE AND THE 
NEW POLICE. 


—— 


Yesterday General O’Duffy, Chief Commis- 
sioner of the Civic Guard, who was accom- 
panied by Assistant Commissioner Coogan, 
Chief Superintendent MeCarthy, and a num- 
ber of officers, hoisted the tri-colour over 
Collinstown Camp, which is now a training 
dépét for the Civic Guard. 

General O'Duffy was received by the Com- 
mandant of the dépót, Superintendent Clinton, 
and the Adjutant, Inspector Casserley. The 
flag was blessed by Father Dunlea, Acting 
Chaplain to the dépét. As General O'Duffy 
raised it, the “ Salute’’ was sounded, the 
Guards standing to attention. The Contmis- 
sioner then addressed the Guards, who were 
lined in a hollow square. 

After the address the Guards marched t, 
General O'Duffy taking the salute. ead- 
uarters Staff were cheered by the men as 

left the dépét. 


UNSOLICITED TBHSTIMONY. 


General O'Duffy said, in the course of his 
remarks, that he had some misgivings in 
severing his connection with the Army some 
months ago—with the Army that he had 
worked with so long, and with which he was 
ao closely associated, and accepting the posi- 
tion of Chief Commissioner of the Civic Guard, 
but he did not regret it now. Civie 
Guard was at present scattered over the 
j country, and occupied 160 stations. From 
every quarter he was receiving unsolicited 
testimonials as to their efficiency, their devo- 
tion to duty, their courtesy to the people, and, 
most impotrant of all, of their own self- 
respect. In every country in the world the 
police force was the most popular body of 
men in the country, and the people of Ireland, 
as if by instinct, had shown in no uncertain 
manner that now when they had, for the first 
time in the nation’s history, their own police, 
that body could count on the whole-hearted 
support of the people. The new Civic Guard 
realised its a yr ora its members were 
naturally of their distinction, and had 
got after their work with a thoroughness and 
cow creditable to themselves and their 


The Civic Guard was strictly non-political. 
It was a police force for all the ple, and 
not for any on of the ment sa Each 
Guard, before leaving for the country, had 

ific instructions that he was to carry out 
his duties absolately impartially. They 
would serve whatever Government the people 
of Ireland put into office, but, as far as they 
could, t would ge the lives and pro- 
perty of all the people, irrespective of whether 
they or the Government in office for 
the time being, or not. The Civic Guard was 
an unarared force. There was not a lethal 
weapon in a Civic Guard barracks in the 
country ; neither was a single member of the 
Civic Guard carrying one. He took a certain 
responsibility for this step, and he did not 
regret it. He saw no reason why Ireland 
should be different from other countries in 


this respect An unarmed force depended 
entirely for ite success on the moral support 
of the people. If the Civic Guard, by their 


own good conduct, qualify for that moral sup- 
port, they will get it, 


DRINK IN IRELAND. 


Then they had the drink evil. Ireland 
never was more drunken than to-day. It was 
an absolute disgrace to see public-honses in 
Dublin and in the country towns with their 
front doors open for practically 24 hours a 
day, and e who could not conveniently 
Ie to town for drink were manufacturin 

eir own. It would be well for Ireland il 
all parties would stand on a common platform 
for the suppreasion of drunkenness. It would 
be a big advance in the cause of freedom if 
ey had unity, at least, in this. He was 
glad to hear that the Civic Guard was giving 

example in this respect. In some coun- 
not a single member of the Guard entered 
& public-house for the purpose of getting drink 
since they were sent out three months ago. 
He visited a barrack in Longford the other 
day, and found every man in the barrack 
wearing the Pioneer pin, and in every barrack 
that he visited he was struck by the clear, 
open, and happy expression of men. 
Having spoken of recent attacks on mem- 
bers of the force in the country, General 
O'Duffy said that the people of Ireland had 
now a police force of their own—who were 
not out to force law and order down their 
throats with a gun, like their predecessors, 
but to co-operate with them in the protection 
| of life and property. It was their bounden 
duty to assert, in no uncertain manner, that 
they would not tolerate any interference with 
the people's police. They could prevent it if 
they had a will and determination to do so. 
They had now the nucleus of a police force, 
of which any country might well feel proud, 
and it was the sacred duty of the pri and 

le of Ireland to resolve firmly and at once 
that they would not allow the sanctity of their 
homes to be violated, and their life-savings 
plundered and by organised gangs 
who respect no law, human or Divine, and 
that they would not allow the few police that 
are sent to their towns and villages, to give 
them what protection they could, to be 
molested.

ARREST IN A JAIL.

PRISON WARDER IN CUSTODY. 


In the King’s Bench Division yesterday, 
before Mr. Justice Dodd, Mr. W. j Gleeson 
magn rte by Mr. Joseph Gleeson) applied 
or a conditional order of Aabeas corpus, or, 
in the alternative, for an order giving leave 
to serve notice of motion in case of 
James F. McManus, an artisan warder, in 
the service of the Irish Prisons Board. In 
an affidavit it was stated that McManus had 
been sent from Mountjoy Prison to execute 
some repairs at Kilmainham Prison. While 
engaged at plumbing work at fhe latter place 
he was placed under arrest on the 8th inst., 
and was since kept in custody there the 
national forces who were in charge of the 
prison. No Sn had been preferred 
against him; and Mr. Gleeson had been re- 
fused permission to see the prisoner, and 
had not received any reply to several letters 
that he had addressed to the authorities. 
Mr. Justice Dodd said that Mr. Gleeson’s 
right must depend upon the true construc- 
tion of the proclamation, dated 10th October, 
1922, issued by the Provisional Government, 
and whether or not the persons who had 
detained his client had acted within the pro- 
vision of that order. If the offence charged 
ainst Mr. Gleeson’s client was one of the 
aaaes mentioned in the order, he (Mr. 
Justice Dodd) had no jurisdiction. The 
question was one of some delicacy, whether 
Mr. Gleeson was entitled, as a right, to know 
what the charge was, and whether the 
military authorities were not entitled to a 
reasonable time to enable them to formulate 
a charge. His difficulty was increased by the 
want of definite know as to what this 


man was accused of. ithout pronouncing 
any final decision, he thought he was en- 
titled, as the King’s Judge, to give the 

nowing 


King’s ge an opportunity of 
what the charge against him was; secondly, 
whether it was or was not within the 

of the military court ; and, thirdly, whether 
it was not reasonable and right that a 
military court should have been empanelled 
for the purpose of determining the issue. He 
thought that it was a case for serving notice 
upon the Adjutant-General of the national 
forces.

Lawlessness in Southern Ireland has two 
aspects. There is the political campaign 
of resistance to the people’s will, €on- 
ducted by means of attacks on national 
troops and wholesale destruction of 
property. There is also the Jawless- 
ness which, though it may seek shelter 
under the guise of politics, is inspired by 
mere lust of violence and greed of gain. 
The Provisional Government has taken 
drastic powers to vindicate the country's 
decision at the polls, has begun to 
exercise them, and has announced its 
intention to continue to exercise them 
until the Free State's authority . is 
assured. In that decision the people's 
Parliament has concurred ; and it is every 
good citizen’s duty to support the Govern- 
ment and to work and pray for an early 
ending of the régime of bloodshed. The 
prevalence of what may be called ordinary 
crime on an extraordinary scale is another 
matter. It is a direct outcome of the 
political disorders which have cheapened 
human life so dreadfully and have dis- 
organised in a very serious measure the 
normal forces of the law. Every com- 
munity has its under-world of debased and 
reckless men who remain an under-world 
so long as the safeguards of civilised 
‘Society are strong, but are quick to take 
advantage of such gaps in the barriers as, 
alas! exist to-day. At the present time 
this criminal class, the backwash of our 
political disorders, is audaciously active in 
Dublin and in other cities and towns of 
Southern Ireland. Apart from the acci- 
dents of warfare—the ambush, the stray 
bullet, the furiously-driven lorry—the 
streets of Dublin are safe for nobody after 
nightfall. Highway robbery is rife. Shop- 
keepers are at the mercy of armed 
plunderers. Even im the broad light of 
day business men and their clerks are 
forced to “stand and deliver.’’ Yesterday 
tLe City Coroner held an inquest on the 
body of a citizen who was shot fatally 
because he refused to yield his purse to a 
This is a trily alarming 
state of affairs. We do not expect the 
Government to achieve the impossible. It 
has made, and is making, active efforts to 
restore the reign of law throughout the 
country.

Its 
Criminal <nvestigation Department has 
shown energy and resource which have

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The Progress of Trade. 


The changed outlook which has accom- 
panied the success of. the Conservative 
Party England is illustrated in a 
remarkable manner by Mr. Edgar Cram- 
mond’s address to the London Chamber of 
Commerce yesterday. Up to a few months 
ago pessimism was the keynote of nearly all 
the public utterances of men of affairs. 
Britain's trade was bad and was becoming 
progressively worse. The markets of the 
world were in a state of collapse, and 
international finance was in such a hope- 
less condition that the chances ‘of economic 
recovery seemed to be almost negligible. 
Such was the burden of every song. 
Constant repetition of this dismal thesis 
disheartened the ordinary man, and many 
were driven to despair. The result of the 
general election, however, has sent a wave 
of renewed opiimism surging through the 
nation. Confidence, the marrow of trade, 
has been restored, and men and women 
are facing the future with hopes which 
they had believed to be dead. Mr. 
Crammond’s remarks will nourish those 
hopes. He asserted confidently that the 
British nation was on the threshold of an 
economic era which would surpass in 
intensity of effort and magnitude of result 
even that wonderful half century which 
lay between the industrial revolution and 
the great war. “There is no finality to 
economic expaúsion, said Mr. Crammond. 
“ We have made in four and a half years 
of war and four years of peace progressive 
changes which would hate taken, perhaps, 
generations of peace to accomplish.”

It has been reckuned that Europe alone 
hes increased her productive capacity by 
fifty per cent, since 1914. New factories 
have sprung up everywhere. There is an 
abundance of modern machinery. Science 
has leaped across a century to hasten the 
hand of man. . | ‘ 
Europe has the vision, she has. the 
machinery and she has the technique. 
Why, then, has her progress been delayed? 
Mr. Crammond answers that question by 
implication.

ILAUSANNE AND THE 
CONFERENCE. 


ba 


AUSANNE, where the Near-Eastern 
Conference is being held, is built on 
the steep sides of hills, the town 

wandering somewhat inconsequently among 
the valleys between them. Its builders have 
overcome difficulties in a manner that strikes 
the traveller as marvellous; three bridges 
span the valleys, and at one point a street 
widens round the hill by means of a tunnel. 
High up on the terr sides of Mont Jorat 
stand .the Protestant’ Cathedral of Notre 
Dame and, at no great distance away, the 
castle. A sparkling rill, once called the 
Laus, but’ now the Flon, gives the town %ts 
name. 

The scenery of the surroundings — of 
Lausanne is composed of mares hills, 
richly clothed with vineyards orchards 
and smiling villages, whose happy and con- 
tented inhabitants show the results of long 
years of peace and industrial prosperity. The 
slopes rising to the east of Lausanne nourish 
a special sort of vine which yields the best 
Dezaley wine. As one goes further east ot 
Lausanne the amphitheatre of mountains be- 
comes grander, and the scenery more rugged. 
Perhaps the peaceful and beautiful sights will 
help to persuade the statesmen of the Peace 
Conference not to unleash the dogs of war. 

The Cathedral of Notre Dante, which is 

500 metres above the Lake of Geneva, 1s a 
simple, but massive, Gothic edifice, and 1s 
reckoned the finest ecclesiastical building of 
modern times in Switzerland. It was con- 
secrated in 1275 by Pope Gregory X. The 
two old quarters (the Cité and the Bourg) of 
Lausanne are connected by a magnificent 
bridge, the Grand Pont, which spans the 
valley of the Flon, a distance of 197 yards. 
The new quarters are handsome, and the in- 
terior of the town, with its hilly and irregular 
cobble streets, still offers many — and 
picturesque architectural vistas, which, how- 
ever, are gradually disappearing. The long, 
curling eaves that project over the sides of 
the houses are a marked characteristic of the 
place, and are a pleasure to the eye after the 
more prosaic types of houses found in 
Geneva. 
Ouchy, formerly called Rive, is the port of 
Lausanne. A_ funicular connects Upper 
Lausanne with the Central Railway Station 
and Ouchy. It was at Ouchy that Byron, 
with the impress of the wonderful scenery 
around him stamped deep on his soul, wrote 
his ‘‘ Prisoner of Chillon,’’ in which he 

‘| saw their thousand years of snow 

On high, their wide long lake below, 

And the Blue Rhone in fullest flow.” 

Lausanne has become a favourite place of 
residence for foreigners, who are specially 
attracted by the excellent establishments for 
secondary and higher education. The Collége, 
founded in 1537 by the Bernese Government, 
was raised to the dignity of a University in 
1891. There are 67,000 people in Lausanne, 
over 12,000 of whom are students who have 
come from most of the European nations, and 
some even from the Asiatic ones. Most of 
those attending educational institutions are 
orderly and of good character, and compare 
favourably with the students of Geneva, of 
whom there is a small band of choice spirits 
who are somewhat addicted to riotous living. 
A witty German has called these wild 
students '“ The third sex.’’ 

Most of the inhabitants of Lausanne are 
employed either in agricultural pursuits or in 
chocolate factories, or in estabhshments that 
cater for tourists, thousands of whom pay 
annual visits to the various places noted for 
their beauty. The extensive system of light- 
ing and heating by electricity seems to be 
rather an anachronism in the old-fashioned 
town, where the roads are paved with cobbles 
and the houses are of a bygone age. 

Though the people of Lausanne are, for the 
greater part, French-speaking, they are very 
different in character to their Western neigh- 
bours. The men of Canton Vaud, of which 
Lausanne is the capital, are far swperior to 
the French im cleanliness; in fact, the differ- 
ence is noticed directly the frontier is 
crossed. The Vaudois are well known for 
their spirit of raillery, and for the rather 
mocking smile that lights up their features 
when they hear sóme sarcastic utterance or 
satirical jest. The,Vaudois woman possesses 


al' the more homely virtues, but lacks that

All this is no news to 
members of Parliament, but the Labour 
men are likely to be surprised when they 
find themselves faced with men just as 
much alive and just as intelligent as 
themselves. Nevertheless, it is 
feared that the House of Commons wil! 
be a very lively place on occasions . 

The House of Lords met at a quarie: 
to three. A good many Peers were presen' 
but most of them remained near the steps 
of the Throne and few came into the 
House itself. The five Commissioners were 
the Lord Chancellor and Lords Salisbury, 
Desart, Mersey, and Somerleyton. Lord 
Cave makes a dignified figure on the Woo!

his predecessor, Lord Birkenhead, and one 
could barely hear his direction to the

A good many of the Commons obeyed 
the summons, the procession being led by 
the Prime Minister and Mr. Asquith, who 
engaged in much iriend!y conversation, 
while Mr. Clynes, supported by Colonel 
Wedgwood, represented the Labour Party. 
The Clerk of the Parliaments then read 
the Commission and the Lord Chancellor, 
whose voice was much stronger than at 
first, then bade the Commons repair to 
their own chamber and elect a Speaker. 


IN THE COMMONS. . 


The scene in the Commons, though less 
picturesque, was much livelier. Every 
seat on the floor was occupied, and other 
members stood at the Bar or sat in the 
side galleries. Mr. T. P. O'Connor as 
the Father of the House, had the honour 
of moving that Mr. John Henry Whitley 
should take the chair of the House. He 
was a little long-winded and didactic in 
describing the qualities of the idea! 
Speaker, but said one or two things tha! 
moved the House to laughter, as, for 
example, when he described the assembly 
as being “sometimes like a boys’ school, 
sometimes like a girls’ school. 

Captain Pretyman seconded the motion. 
and, in the character of “a genial old 
gentleman from the backwoods,’ prophesied 
that those members who were now threaten- 
ing to “make things lively’’ in the House 
would soon be as jealous for its dignity 
and privileges as the oldest among them. 
Some of the Labour recruits did not like 
this allusion to their phrases, and were 
inclined to interrupt, but were restrained 
by their more experienced comrades. 

MY. Whitley made an admirable little 
speech in expressing his thanks. He re- 
ferred to Mr. 
institutions,’’ who, though he had always 
been in a minority, yet had a keén regard 
for the traditions of the House. After 
being conducted to the chair by the mover 
and seconder, he made another little 
speech. Then followed the formal can- 
gratulations of the House, expressed by 
the Prime Minister, Mr. Clynes, and Mr. 
Asquith. Members looked round to see 
if Mr. Lloyd George also would join in 
the chorus, but the ex-Prime Minister. 
feeling, perhaps, that it would be unwise 
at this early stage to ‘nsist upon his 
position as leader of a separate party. 
was not in his place. 

It would appear that some members of 
the Labour Party are inclined to imsist 
to the full on their position as the largesf 
party in Opposition. They would like not 
only to have the front bench all to them- 
selves, but to evict the Liberal Whips 
from the room in the Lobby that ther 
jointly occupied in the last Parliament 
No doubt, a satisfactory compromise will 
be reached before the real business of the 
House begins on Thursday, 


LABOUR'S CLAIM. 


While there is, of course, something 
to be said for the Labourists’ contention. 
they -are faced with the fact that the 
Palace of Westminster was built to accom- 
modate two parties only—the Government 
and the Opposition—and made no pro- 
p vision for the fiss#parous tendencies of 
modern politieal combinations. They will 
have to live and let live. After all. they 
are proportionately very little stronger in 
comparison with the Independent Liberals 
than they were after the election of 1918. 
Then the Liberals were 26 and Labour 
£9; now the Liberals are 57 and Labour 
128—an increase of about 220 per cent. in 
one case and of 230 pen cent. in the other. 

Mr. Lloyd George will attend the House 
of Commons this week, and he wil] speak 
on the Address; but it is said that he 
does not intend to make any attack on the 
Government during the present short 
session. Next year there may be a 
different story; for there is a renewed 
hope in the Liberal ranks that there may 
be a union between the National Liberals 
and the “Wee Frees.” The vendetta 
against Mr. Lloyd George is the chief diffi- 
eulty, but even that may be got over in the 
desire for a reunion.

OPENING CEREMONY. 


‘A STRONG RAY OF HOPE.” 


LAUSANNE,. Monday, 4.20 p.m. 

The streets surrounding the Casino, where 
the first plenary meeting of the Conference 
was held, were lined by expectant crowds as 
the members of the various delegations drove 
up, and were formally received. The pic- 
turesque Turkish mission, some of the mem- 
bers of which were in national dress and some 
in uniform, attracted much attention from 
photographers and public. 

‘The ‘hall where the delegates meet is 
spacious and well lit, with a stage at one 
end, which is allotted to journalists, the body 
of the hall being reserved for the delegates. 
The hall is designed to hold 600 persons, and 
every seat was taken. In the front seats 
were observed the chief Japanese delegate ; 
M. Venizelos and M. Caclamanos, represnt- 
ns Greece ; Signor Mussolini, M. Stambuliski, 
M. Poincaré, Lord Curzon, and Sir Horace 
Rumbold, the last two sitting side by side. 

_At a quarter to four o'clock the Swiss Pre- 
sident, M. Haab, preceded by an official in a 
crimson and white cloak and cocked hat, 
arrived and took the chair amid cheers. Al- 
most immediately he rose and delivered a 
cordial speech of welcome, which was much 
applauded. : 

e said that the Swiss Government and 
people would be happy to see the conclusion 
of a peace which would bestow a brighter 
future upon crushed humanity. Alluding to 
the European War, M. Haab paid a tribute 
to the heroes who had sacrificed their lives on 
the altar of the Fatherland. 

He expressed the hope that the Greco- 

Turkish War would be the last act of a hor- 
rible tragedy, which, during the past ten 
years, had desolated Europe and part of Asia, 
and the consequences of which would be felt 
by both victors and vanquished for generations. 
The whole world was now turning its eves 
to the shores of Lake Leman, where shone a 
strong ray of hope and. where all hearts were 
beating in unison, animated by one desire— 
namely, the succeas of the peace negotiations 
in the interest of humanity in general. 
_ We shall soon be celebrating Christmas, and 
it ia to be hoped that we shall be able. thanks 
to your beneficent labours, to achieve peace 
upon earth and goodwill among all men. 


LORD CURZON. 

As soon as the President had finished, Lord 
Curzon rose from his seat and addressed the 
Conference in English. Speaking in clear, 
sonorous accents, he said— 

“We have all of us listened with sentiments 
of profound ‘respect to the eloquent and ele- 


vated language that has been em ployed 
by His Excellency, the President of 
the Swiss Confederation. We meet 
here . to-day for the latest, and. let 


it be hoped, the last of the various confer. 
ences that have been held during the past 
four years to conclude peace, and to throw 
into the background, soon to he forgotten, 
memories of the cruel and devastating war 
of more than four years ago. 
_ Hitherto these conferences have been held 
in a capital city, or in other places in the 
territories of the principal Powers that fought 
in the war. I have attended—I shrink from 
sayin how many of these conferences, 
myself, in London, in Paris, in towns of Italy 
and elsewhere, but now for the first time we 
meet, sir, under your Presidency, in a neutral 
country, and if a neutral country had to be 
selected for what I hope will be a gathering 
to conclude the final peace, what country 
could be better fitted for the honour of offer- 
ing us her hospitality than Switzerland herself 
witzerland, who, behind her ring of in- 
violable mountains, has for more than a 
= he Í never been invaded ; Switzerland, who 
mever has cause to fight (although, if she were 
provoked, every one of her sons would spring 
at once to the defence of her soil); Switzer. 
land, who, for a century and more, has 
preached peace and conciliation to the world ; 
Switzerland, who sets an example to all 
Europe of a peace-loving and orderly com- 
munity. 

* Surely, gentlemen, in this atmosphere, in 
this besutiful place, and amid the surroundings 
in which we shall find ourselves for the next 
two or three weeks, it ought to be easy for 
the spirit of harmony and conciliation to grow 
up am us. 

“ resident has spoken in language of 
the most feeling character of the sacrifices and 
sufferings of war, and he has appealed to us 
to bring about a state of affairs which will 
make them a soon-to-be-forgotien memory 


vf the past. Let everyone of us re- 
spond to the spirit in. which he has 
spoken this afternoon. Tet each one 
of our delegations—and I! can speak 


for my own—enter upon every phase of this 
Conference with no other desire than to come 
to agreement upon all the complicated ques- 
tions which will come before us, to make 
peace, so that we may go away from this place 
conscious that we have made each our own 
contribution to the final acts of this great 
drama.

CHINESE HOLD UP A 
ee 
PASSENGERS SHOT, 
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The British steamer Suian, with a large 


bound from Macao to Hong Kong, was seized 
by a band of 65 pirates travelling as first and 
second class passengers, under the leadership 
of Chinese women. 

The pirates began their coup when the 
vessel was a few miles out of Macao by firing 
and intimidation. The officers and mheas 
were all huddled together into the saloons 
and cabins, where they were confined through- 
out the night without food or sleep. 

They were al! robbed of their valuables at 


the point of the revolver, and some who 


iwo Indian guards were killed and two 
wounded. Captain Biras, the Chief Officer, 
the Chief Engineer, one French priest, one 
English, one Portugnese, and one Chinese 
passenger, were also wounded 

Aiter robbing the passengers the pirates 
turned their attention to the safes, which they 
rifled of some few thousand dollars. — In fact, 
the Suian was ransacked from stern to stem, 
The oflicers and European passengers were 
compelled to steer the ship to Bias Bay, 
passing a few miles to the south of Hong 
Kong, with the lights extinguished, at 6.30 in 
the morning. 

The pirates commandeered junks and 
sampans, and succeeded in getting away with 
their booty. The female leader and three 
members of the gang were wounded. e. 
Suian arrived at Hong Kong yesterday, and 
the wounded were removed to the hospital im- 
mediately on their arrival.

AMBASSADOR IN LONDON 
GOES TO BERLIN.

A most interesting development in Ger- 
many s political crisis is that President Ebert 
has telelgraphed to Dr. Sthamer, the German 
Ambassador in London, asking him to’ come 
to Berlin immediately.

SECRET SOCIETY SUPPLANTS 
STATE CONTROL. 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE.

WASHINGTON, Monday. 

The activities of the Ku-Klux-Klan in the 
State of Louisiana are reaching a state which 
ts described as ''the virtual throttling of the 
State Government.” 

This serious position has prompted Governor 
John M. Parker to pay a special visit to Preai- 
dent Harding, “ib: whom he had u secret 
conference during the week-end. 

This has given rise to reports that he had 
asked the Federal Government to supplant the 
State authorities in dealing with the 
dangerous situation. 

The Governor to-day admitted that the con- 
ference dealt with the Ku-Klux-Klan activi- 
ties, but denied that he contemplated asking 
tor Federal intervention. 

“We are able jo manage our own affairs,” 
he said: ‘‘we are not going to ask for State 
troops. We propose to find out what power 
the Ku-Klux-Klan possess, and then to cope 
with their activities.” 

‘The Louisiana newspapers are printing little 
of the news, but it is reported that the 
Klan has reached such a power that the 
officials are taking the law into their own 
hands. 

The Governor has been aroused by the dis- 
appearance of several men after visite 
supposed to have been paid them by Klans- 
men. The State is finding difficulty in 
getting county officers to co-operate in prose. 
cutions, because they themselves are members 
of the Ku-Klux-Klan,

DOCTOR SUED BY HOSPITAL 
i PATIENT. 


A remarkable medical case has just been 
decided by the Supreme Court in Capetown 
An eminent surgeon was sued.by a patient at 
a public hospital for £10,000 damages, for a 
serious operation to which the plaintiff's con- 
sent was not obtained.

STRONG PROTEST. 


MEMBERS AND SUNDAY’S 
SHOOTING. 


The Corporation met in the Mansion House, 
Alderman Alfred Byrne, locum tenens for 
the Lord Mayor, presiding. 

Alderman O'Reilly protested against what 
he described as t action of the military 
authorities on Sunday morning, in firing on. 
unarmed civilians in Sackville street. He said 
that he understood from a number of people | 
who were there—he was not present himself— 
that the meeting was not in any way to blame. 
The Riot Act was not read, as was customary 
before firing, and he protested against this 
action of the authorities. 

Mr. O’Malenn said that he wished to associ- 
ate himself with the protest. He was in 
Sackville street for some time on Sunday morn- 
ing, but he did not see the actual firing. He 
also protested against a letter, which, he 
said, had been sent out, making charges 
against two Free State officeca. 

Mr. O'Callaghan said that he was a 
Treatyite by conviction, and he was sorry that 
he had to associate himself with the protest 
against the proceedings in Sackville atreet on 
Sunday. He went there an Sunday to meet a 
friend, not to attend the meeting. He got 
there at one o'clock, and saw that the meeting 
was being addressed by women, and that 
people were coming from the Pro-Cathedral. 
He was on the outskirts-of the crowd, and at 
twenty minutes to two, into that’, peaceful 
gathering there was driven a motor car full 
of armed soldiers. There was a protest on be- 
half of the people that were being driven in, 
and driven over, and the next thing he saw 
was these soldiers rising in their seats in the 
lorry, and firing’ down into, and upon, the 
crowd. 


RIFLES AND MACHINE GUNS. 


Immediately afterwards ambulances were 
got out, and he assisted some people there. 
An armoured car came along from the 
opposite direction, and while rifles were speak- 
ing a machine-gun was als) speaking, and, he 
understood, peuple far distant from the crowd 
suffered casualties. 

As he had said, he was opposed to the 
tactics of the people on the other side who, 
it might be assumed, were favouring the use 
of the gun and the bomb. He was opposed 
absolutely to these tactics; but if they vere 
opposed to the rule of the gun and the bomb, 
he thought that at least thore who did not 
agree with them onght to be allowed to use 
their voice in a constitutional manner. He 
cohsidered that the meeting on Sunday was 
a quiet, peaceable meeting, and he declared 
sm there was no ground for any interruption 
of it.

BATTLESHIPS’ DAY OVER, 


SIR PERCY SCOTT’S OPINION. 

In the course of a letter to 7’he T'imes on 
the question of battleships, in which he 
replies to a recent letter from Mr. Geoffrey 
Image, Bir Percy Scott writes :—Very 
correctly we pursued for many years the 
policy of the big canoe being able to destroy 
or sink the small canoe, and our Navy was 
constructed on that very proper basis. About 
forty years ago a new weapon came into use 
which put the boot on the other leg. Sise 
was of no importance; the Goliath could be 
sunk by a pigmy with a torpedo. To-day we 
find that our giant battleship of thirty thou- 
sand tons displacement can be sent to the 
bottom of the ocean by a torpedo-boat, a sub- 
marine, or one man in an aeroplane. 

In these cireumstances, why is a battleship 
regarded as the principal unit of a fleet? She 
cannot fight any of the enemies I have men- 
tioned. She cannot run away from them. 
She can only waddle about on the ocean for a 
lew days at slow speed; and then has to 
waddle home for more coal or oil.. The day 
of the big ship has gone. What we want now 
is force in the air and aeroplane-carrying ‘hips 
to transport that force.

"CHILDERS. 


Yesterday an urgent application was 
made to the Master of the Rolls in the 
case of Mr. Erskine Childers for the issue 
of a writ of habeas corpus to the officer 
commanding the troops at Portobello 
Barracks, Dublin, .and the Adjutant- 
General commanding them to bring before 
the Court Mr. Childers’s body or to show 
cause why he should be detafhed in 
custody, i 
After arguments which cccupied several 
hours the application was adjourned until 
this morning, the Master of the ' Rolls 
ordering that in the meantime the execu- 
tion of any sentences passed on Mr. 
Childers and eight other prisoners should 
be suspended. 


THE CASE IN COURT. 


MR. CHILDERS’S OBJECTION. 


Last Saturday Mr. Childers’s counsel attended 
at the private residence of the Master of the 
Rolls, and applied for a conditional order of 
habeas corpus on behalf of Mr. Childers and 
eight others, whose names have not been dis 
closed, and his lordship made an. order 
giving leave to serve notice of the application, 
which it was arranged should be heard at 4 
o'clock on Monday. It further traaspired that 
near midnight on Sunday counsel and their 
solicitor, ‘‘ owing to certain information which 
had reached them,” again attended at the 
residence ‘of the Master ot the Rolls, and 
obtained liberty, as a matter of extreme 
urgency, to serve copies of the order already 
made on President Cosgrave. Mr. Cosgrave 
was not to be seen, but copies were left with 
an official at the offices of the Government. 

In the Master of the Rolls’s Court yesterday, 
Mr. P. Lynch, K.C.; Mr. M. Comyn, K.C., 
and Mr. Conor Maguire {instructed by Mr. 
OQ h Uadhaigh) appeared for Mr. Childers. 

Mr. T. Sullivan, K.C., and Mr. John 
0 Byrne (instructed by Mr. M. A. Corrigan, 
State Solicitor) appeared for the Government 
and for the military authorities. 

Mr. Sullivan said that owing to the lateness 
of the service of affidavits on his solicitor he 
feared that he should have to apply for an 
adjournment in order to give him time to put 
in a replying affidavit. 

The Master of the Rolls said that he appre- 
hended that that difficulty would arise, and 
that was the reason why he fixed 4 o'clock for 
the hearing of the application 

Mr. Comyn-- lí there is to be an adjourn- 
ment, it should be at least for seven days. I 

Mr. Sullivan—I am ready 10 go on with 
the case to-morrow. 

After some further remarks, it was decided 
to proceed with the hearing. 


THE APPLICATION. 


Mr. Lynch then opened hts case, which, he 
said, was grounded on an affidavit of his 
solicitor (Mr. O h Uadhaigh). The solicitor 
gave an account of the trial of Mr. Childers 
by the military tribunal while he and his 
counsel remained. They raised objections to 
the tribunal on behalf of the accused, but they 
were over-ruled. The first objection was that 
Mr. Childers objected to his being tried by 
a tribunal which was not legally competent 
to try him on the charge preferred against 
him, on the grounds, infer alia, that it had 
been hitherto universally conceded by jurists 
an every civilised community thet prisoners 
of war should not be tried by a tribunal 
selected from the opposing military forces, 
and that such trials required an Act of In- 
demnity to correct the illegality of the pro- 
ceedings, and until such Act of Indemnity 
was passed, such so-called trials were con- 
trary to law; that the defendant is not a 
civilian, and is not within the definition of 
the class of persons contemplated by the 
general regulations under which the tribunal 
purported to act, but that he was a staff 
officer of the Irish Republican Army, and 
that the regulations were null and void; that 
under the ancient laws of Ireland, as under 
the natural principles of justice and the laws 
of civilised States, no soldier taken prisoner 
during hostilities could be tried or punished 
by a tribunal drawn from the ranks of his 
military opponents or enemies; and that 
ander the regulations of the International Re 
under the regulations of the International Red 
Cross Conference, 1921, which have been ac: 
corded international recognition, it was laid 
down that in civil war political prisoners are 
entitled to be treated as prisoners of war. 

In the list of objections it was stated :— 
“ Captain Childers does not recognise the 
legality of the Provisional Government, and 
consequently does not recognise the legality 
of this court, which is set up under the sup- 


posed authority of the Government, He 
recogniges the authority only of the Irish 
Republican Government and Army. He has 


been taken prisoner in war. He is an officer 
of the Irish Republican Army, and he claims 
that if he is to be detained at all by any 
army whose legality he repudiates, he should 
receive the treatment of a prisoner of war, 
His own government-—the publican—has 
accorded to the troops of the Provisional Go- 
vernment belligerent rights, and he demands 
reciprocity. on behalf of himself and his 
fellow-prisoners.’’ “lf there is anything con.

MR. T. P. O'CONNOR ON THE 


IDEAL SPEAKER. 


The Clerk having pointed ‘towards Mr. T. 
P. O'Connor, the x tleman rose, amtd 
cheers, to propose that the Right Hon, J. H. 
Whitley be apenas Speaker of the House. 

He believed that the high honour which haa 
been conferred upon him, in being allowed to 
propose the motion, was due to the long 
service he had had in the House. (Hee:, 
hear.) 

His task was made the easier because Mr. 
Whitiey was not an untried mao. Whetner 
or not the majority of the House shared the 
bee opinions of Mr. Whitley, he would, 
ie believed, he chosen, because the House had 
found a good man and meant to keep him. 
He had stood a great ordeal in following a 
long line of brilliant predecessors, one of the 
most brilliant of whom being his immediate 
predecossor. 


THE IDEAL SPEAKER. 

In attempting to define the qualities which 
make the ideal Speaker, he would place firat 
the quality of spotless integrity—a man who 
had regard to bis convictions, whose word 
was his bord. and whose deeds formed a 
mode} for al] those who came after him. 

He must be firm, because sometimes the 
heat. of party passion raised storma, with 
which none but a strong man could deal. 

e must also be gentle, because members 
of the House were independent men, with 
whose liberties and privileges it is not safe 
to trifle. He must control his temper, be- 
cause 4 Speaker with a temper was almost un- 
imaginable, 

He must have good humour, and humour, 
because the House was sometimes subject. to 
sos Of passion, but it could always be 
rought to a sense of control by a timely 
appeal to its always present sense of humour. 
The Speaker must have a full sense of his 
respousibilities. He must be assiduous, and 
be must necessarily have the qualities of a 
peace-maker. : 

Mr. Whitley seemed to fit into the frame 
of the picture. He was a man of honour, a 
man of principle; a man of his word. He 
had imperturbable self-control, a keen, but 
modest sense of humour. Above all, he had 
set an example to all in his serious devotion 
to all his duties. i 

_ He asked them to elect Mr. Whitley as the 
Speaker of that great Assembly. A man must 
be devoid of imagination and cold of heart 
who did not realise the greatness of its 
heritage, through all these centuries. A 
whisper in that House was carried across land 
and sea to the farthest corner of this world- 
wide Empire. A word of that House could 
bring a million armed men to fight for the 
security and the liberty of the Empire. Might 
it be granted to them, under the wise 
guardianship of the new Speaker, to send 
words of encouragement and wisdom to a 
tragic and tortured world. (Cheers.) 


MAKING THINGS LIVELY. 
Capt. Pretyman, in seconding the motion, 
said that neither argument nor persuasion 
was necessary to recommend Mr. Whitley as 
Speaker of the House. Difficulties which the 
Speaker would have to face in the future 
would: be, perhaps, greater than before. One 
difficulty was the multiplication of parties in 
the House, and different, adjustments that 
would arise upon which he felt sure the 
Speaker's advice and counsel would be of 
enormous advantage. 

Some newly-elected members, he noticed, 
were proposing to make things lively. (Hear, 
hear and laughter). If he was to be included 
in the class of genial old fogeys from the 
backwoods—(laughter)—he would venture in 
that capacity to make a prophecy that every 
hon. member would, within a short time in 
the atmosphere of the House, be as jealous of 
its honour and dignity—({some Labour cries 
of “ No,” and a Voice—‘‘It is not going Ww 
be a London fog this time’’)—as those who 
had sat there foremany years. (Cheers and 
interruption). 

That honour and dignity were of inestimable 
value, not only to members themselves, but 
to the country and the Empire. It was 
because he ,.knew that honour and dignity 
would be'safe in the hands of Mr. Whitley 
that he had the greatest pleasurn in seconding 
(Cheers.) 

THE SPEAKER'S THANKS. 

Mr. Whitley, rising from a seat behind the 
Front Opposition Bench, said :—‘‘ In accord- 
ance with ancient usage, I rise to submit 
myself humbly to the will of the House. If 
my fellow-members are pleased to put their 
trust in me for this great service. I will give 
them the best that is in me.” (Cheers). 

Mr. Whitley went on to say that Mr. T. P. 
O'Connor, the Father of the House, had sa 
on its benches for 42 years, and during all 
that time as a member of a minority. He 
took it as an incident of high value in the 
traditions of the House that he should be 
proposed by a member who had so long an 
experience of being a member of a minority. 
(Hear, hear). 

After a reference to the loss of Mr. Devlin, 
Mr. Whitley proceeded, ‘‘If we miags many 
an old face to-day we welcome many new 
ones. We look to them to bring a new con 
tribution to the service of the Commonwealth. 
‘Tt is the glory of the House of Commons 
that 1t is ready to listen to any opinion sin- 
cerely held—(cheers)—and to give credit for 
honesty of purpose to every one of its mem- 
bers. ] pray that this Parliament, in the 
Tivine hands, may bring good to our fellow 
citizens, and throngh them good to the 
peoples of other nations.’ (Cheers.) 

Mr. Whitley was then led by the hand by 
Mr. T. P. O'Connor and Mr. Pretyman to 
the stens of the Chair. 

Standing on the lower step. Mr Whitley 
said: ** Before taking the Chair of this House 
again as its speaker, I would tender to the

honour it has conferred upon me.” 


MR. BONAR LAW. 

The House cheered Joudiy as the right hon. 
gentleman took his seat, and Mr. Bonar Law 
rose simultaneously trom the Government 
Front Bench. 
Mr. Bonar Law said ;:—Mr, Speaker-Elect, 
I regard it as a great privilege to be the first 
to offer you our warmest congratulations. 
(Hear, hear). But, while we congratulate 
you, we congratulate ourselves. (Cheers). 

‘Sir.’ went on Mr. Bonar Law, ' you 
probably know that ever since the House of 
Commons became of sufficient importance to 
be talked about it has been—if we are to 
judge by contemporary memoirs—steadily and 
rapidly deteriorating. (Laughter.) I do not 
belieye in the deterioration, nor do I believe 
that it will ever occur so long as the House 
of Commons is regarded, not merely as the 
centre of government, out as the instrument 
through which the necessary charges must 
come ae long as the-people of this country 
feel that the path to our ideals of govern- 
ment, whatever they are, is the path which 
all of us know so well-—not generally very 
smooth or easy—which has brought us to the 
portals of this building. I am certain that 
the House of Commons can say to you that 


just as you have found full support 
in the last Parliament, and your 
predecessors have found it through 
all the centuries, so we, the members 


of this House, whatever our views, realise 
that the honour and dignity of the Speaker 
are not merely respect Fé to a man, but are 
the foundation upon which the greatness and 
the authority of the House of Commons itself 
depends.”’ (Cheers.) 

Mr. Clynes said he desired to join, on 
behalf of the Opposition, in offering Mr. 
Whitley their hearty congratulations. 

Mr. Asquith, who was received with cheers, 
associated himself and his political friends 
with the expressions of congratulation that 
they had listened to. The House of Commons 
ought to look to the occupant of the chair as 
the real symbol of its corporate and con- 
tinuous identity. Governments and men might 
come and go, old faces might disa r, and 
new forces arise, but the House of Commons 
remained the same. In a democratic country 
they must all bow to the opinion of the nation, 
for it was their one safeguard—not against

DUBLIN'S EXPERIENCE 
———— 
EVIDENCE AT LONDON 
INQUIRY.

The Royal Commission on London Govern- 
ment (lord Uliswater presiding) at the 
Middlesex Guildhall yesterday, heard the 
evidence of Mr. Charlies H. O'Conor. an official 
of the Ministry of Local Government, Dublin, 
respecting the application and working of the 
Dublin, Rathmines and Pembroke (Equalisa- 
tion of Rates) Act of 1901. 
Mr. O'Conor said that the Att made the 
Urban .Areas of Rathmines and Pembroke 
liable to contribute to the heavy burdens of 
‘the Dublin ratepayers. 
The Local Government Board of Ireland 
was empowered to ascertain the average 
annual expenditure out of revenue “over a 
period of tive years by the Dublin Corpora- 
tion and these two areas under the heads 
of :— 
1.—Public. health for sanitary purposes. 
2.—Public lighting 
5.—Streets. 
4.—Markets. 
5.—Retormatories and 
and 
6.—Lunatic asyluas, 
The Board were then to ascertain the rate 
necessary .to meet such.expenditure in each 
area, aid the rate necessary to meet such 
combined average yearly expenditure if the 
three areas were considered as one and the 
rate levied uniformly. 
After having taken into consideration the 
relative beneht of the expenditure of -the 
different bodies to one another, and con- 
sidered any other circumstances, the Board 
were to determine the amount that should 
be paid by one body to the other under the 
different heads. 
On the whole, he considered the Act had 
worked* well and given satisfaction, and had 
not been subject to public criticism. 
The Board's orders had been received in 
good part, notwithstanding that at in in- 
quiries. in 1902 and 1922 serious charges of 
extravagance and maladministration were 
raised -by ‘the contending parties one against 
the other. 
In his experience the Act had not led to 
excessive expenditure or extravagance among 
the bodies concerned.

ECONOMIC EVOLUTION 
CAUSED BY WAR. 


SOLUTION OF PROBLEM 
OF ALLIED DEBTS.

"If we can arrive at a friendly under- 
standing with France, re-unite the world mto 
a single economic unit, and establish once 
again the international financial system, | 
look forward hopefully and with great con- 
fidence to the future,” 

Mr. Edgar Crammond thus summed up 
his views when lecturing yesterday to the 
London Chamber of Commerce on ** The In- 
ternational Financial Situation.”’ 

“We are enterinug,’’ said Mr. Crammond, 
‘upon a new chapter in the economic his- 
tory of the world, a period which will, I 
believe, surpass in the intensity of its de- 
velopment the wonderful 44 years préceding 
the Great War. 

“England was called upon to undertake 
tasks of -reconciliation and reconstruction 
such as her broad shoulders had never carried 
before, and she was the one Power which 
was organised and equipped to bring order 
out of great chaos. 

‘‘Our two great duties must be,” said Mr. 
Crammond, “first, to secure the disarma- 
ment of Europe, and, secondly, to solve the 
woblem of reparations and inter-Allied debts. 
á carry out these grea, tascs it was essen- 
tial that we should have freedom from Go 
vernment control of the financial machonery 
of the country 

“ The great Joint Stock Banks, the Anglo- 
foreign banks, and the great British mercan- 
tile hoses should now be allowed to exercise 
a greater: influence in the shaping of our 
financial policy than they had enjoyed since 
August, 1914.”’ 

Mr. Crammond suggested that the capital 
amount of the reparations should be fixed 
at £1,100 millions, and part of the French 
and Italian portion pe be redeemed by 
payments in kind: that England should 
eancel the French and Italian debts owing 
to it: that the United States should be asked 
to cancel the French and Italian debts, and 
that France should cancel the debts due to 
her by the Alhes 

He also suggested an external loan to Ger 
many of £200 millions for the purpose of 
stabilising the exchange. and paying the 
interest on the reparations in case there 
should be a déficit during the next three 
years. 

‘There is.” said Mr. Crammond, “no 
finality to economic expansion, and, viewed 
historically, the Great War is a part of the 
process of the economic evolution of the 
world. We have effected in four and a hall 
years. of war and four years of peace pro- 
gressive changes which would have taken, 
perhaps, two generations of peace to accom 
plish.” 


WATTLEBRIDGE AMBUSH. 
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ALLEGED NATIONAL OFFICER 
RETURNED FOR TRIAL. 


Thomas Howard, of Newtownbutler, 
County Fermanagh, appeared in the Belfast 
Police Court yesterday, in the uniform of a 
Captain of the national Army, having been 
brought under escort from Enniskillen. 


He was charged in connection with the 
ambush of a police car at hi os aay á 
County Fermanagh, in February last, the 


charges being—(1) Attempted murder, and 
(2) an offence under the Arms Act. 

The first witness stated that a party of 
police, under an officer, was proceeding in 
a Crossley car across Wattlebridge, and, 
after passing the bridge, a barricade was en- 
countered, and the car was forced to stop. 
There were shouts of “ Halt,”” “ Surrender,”’ 
and ‘‘Hands Up.” After he heard these 
words, fire was opened on them by rifles 
and revolvers, and he also heard a’ machine 
gun. Members of the police party returned 
the fire. Several persons in the car were 
wounded, and shortly afterwards the car was 
surroundéd, and the remainder were taken 
prisoners. 

They were lined up against a wall, and 
their arms were taken from them. When 
they were being searched, accused said— 
“You will not get out for a while.” They 
were taken to Ballybay that night, and after- 
wards to Bailieborough and Trim, and were 
released on 22nd February 

Another witness corroborated the previous 
one. He said that he saw the accused in the 
ambush party, and when being marched 
along the read he bade him ‘Good night, 
Tommy,’ and the accused replied ‘‘ Good 
night” He knew the aceused for ten or 
twelve years, and on that night he had a 


revolver in his hand. Witness was taken 
with his comrades to. Ballybay,. Bailie- 
borough, and ‘Trim, and then to Cavan 


Station, where they were released, and civen 
railway passes to their homes.

Sir Nevil Macready, Commanding- 
in-Chjef the Forces in Ireland, last evening 
presented certificates to those representatives 
of the Irish Branch of the Soldiers’ and 
Sailors’ Help Society who had rendered 
specially valuable services to the Society 
during the great war.

It would have been a real pleasure 
to welcome them, As it was, they had only 
asked those who lived in or near Dublin to 
be present that afternoon to receive their 
certificates from the Commander-in-Chief, m 
the unavoidable absence of Lady FitzAlan, 
their President. á 

_“ We are all sad to think,” continued Mrs, 
Fetherstonhaugh, “ that this is the last occa. 
sion a Commander-in-Chief of the British 
forces will be with us, as ever. since this 
Society was started in Ireland we have always 
had the good fortune to have the Viceroy’s 
wile as our president, and the Commander-m- 
Chief as our chairman, ~ Till the Great Wan, 
and the military duties of the Commander-m. 
Chief prevented his attendance, the chair was 
always taken by His Royal Highness the Duke 
of Connaught, Lord Grenfell, Sir Neville 
Lyttelton, or whoever was in command at the 
time. The fact that our Society was pen 
mitted to hold its monthly meetings in the 
Council Chamber at Dublin Castle showed 
how greatly privileged we were.” 


IMPORTANT DUTIES. 
At the commencement of the Great Wan, 
she went on, they undertook the payment of 
the separation allowances, and very large sums 
ot Government money passed through the ab!
